In their view the 
values of straight society are represented by the mayor of North Vancouver 
who favours clearing the area for the building of a shopping centre.

River in Quebec, as it winds past maple wooded hills in late September, 
Then every tree ia ablaze with colour, anfl the riot of reds, greens, and 
golds-is caught and held in the mirror surfaces of the water.

Sole accompaniment 
is the reading of the poem, and with music specially composed.

BOOKSTORES 


There are currently two bookstores in Edmonton selling gay oriented 
newspapers, periodicals, and books. They are: Erewhon Books (424-2284, 
10317-96 St.) and Lifeforce Bookstore (433-0733, 9006-112 St.). 
Bullwinkles was but for some reason has decided not to continue. Both 
Erewhon and Lifeforce told me that Body Politic (a Canadian Gay paper) 
is their biggest seller. 


I visited Erewhon Books last Saturday and had an interesting and 
informative discussion with Malcolm. Here is a bit of background into the 
store which offers a good selection of reading material for those who 
want more than the regular bookstores have to offer. Here goes...

About a year ago a small group of people got together after finding the 
lacal booksellers scene almost completely dominated by chains (offerring 
. the standard chain store mulch). They decided there might be enough 
discriminating and interested people to support an alternative bookstore. 


Originally, most of their selling was done through their mailorder 
catalogue ( drop them a line if you want their new one coming out soon), 
but in the last few months the group has extended the store opening 
eis: to meet the enlarged demand for their fine collection. 


A collective of five people operate the store and their interests are 
reflected in the selection offerred. These interest run to feminist, 
anarchist, third world ( Africa, Asia, etc.) and radical “but they also 
sella good variety of Voneeenet childrens books, gay liberation, youth 
liberationand many magazines, newspapers, newSleters, etc from a world- 
wide federation of kindred spirits. Of special intersst is "NEWS FROM 
NOWHERE" the Canadian Anarchist Journal produced by the Black Cat Press 
which is operated by the Frewhon people...and numerous free things. 

They have a lot of posters and buttons as well as bumper stickers. There 
are also many underground comiy availaebie for only 50 ¢. (Bullwinkles-75¢) 


The store is not commerciai and the money goes back into the store to 
increase the supply and selection. Recently they have been ordering from 
some of the bigger publishers (Penguin, etc) for added depth and variety. 


Drop over to Erewhon Books and have a browse through, you won't be 
dissapointed and probably wiil part with some coins of the realm for some 
good solid reading to curl up into. While you are there ask a out the 
origins of the stores name...interesting. 


If you need and printing done the same people run "Black Cat Press". Some 
of the free goodies are from their own press and the quality is high. The 
NBC Peacock has nothing on thiir colour either.
